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ABSTBACT 

This is a current guide to linguistics programs in 
the United States and Canada. One hundred and sixty^seven 
institutions are listed vhich offer five or more courses broadly 
defined as "linguistics" and which also offer a degree in linguistics 
or a degree in another area with a major or minor in linguistics. The 
institutionsr are listed in alphabetical order and under each entry is 
given all or part of the following information: name of department^ 
program, etc., and-chairman; a brief description of the program and 
facilities; course offerings or course areas; staff; financial 
support available; academic calendar for 197a-75, ; name and address 
of the office from vhich to obtain brochures, catalogues, etc. 
Inforaation about annual summer institutes is given in Appendix A. 
Appendix B is a tabular index of universities and their degree 
offerings, arranged by state, and Appendix C lists schools vhich 
teach at least three courses in linguistics. Appendix D is an index 
of uncommonly-taught languages indicating vhich institutions offer 
instruction in them. Appendix B is an index of staff, and Appendix F 
is an index of linguistis in other departments.

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PRffACE 



This eighth revised edition, listing linguistic programs in the United States and 
Canada, has both a new name and a new format. Guide to Programs in Linguistics 
(formerly University Resources in the United States and Canada for the Study of 
Linguistics) now includes a brief essay on the program and facilities of each 
institution. Also new with this edition is the departmental phone number, information 
on financial support available, the academic calendar for 1974-75, and increased 
information about faculty members and their fields of specialization. We hope that 
these additions make the Guide more useful. 

In 1962, when the Center for Applied Linguistics researched and published the first 
University Resources , 33 schools were listed as having courses in linguistics and/or 
teaching English to speakers of other languages. By 1970, when the Linguistic Society 
of America began to co-sponsor this work, the number of schools had risen to 146. 
The 1971-72 edition of University Resources listed over 200 schools, and it looked at 
that time as if the growth had not yet peaked. Between 1972 and the present, a 
tapering off did occur and the current edition lists 167 schools. While linguistic 
courses are still taught at many of the institutions omitted from this latest edition 
(See Appendix C) , the number of formal departments, interdisciplinary programs, ad hoc 
committees, etc has decreased. 

We would like to thank the department and program chairmen for their cooperation in 
providing the information in this volume. We would also like to thank the staff members 
of the Center for Applied Linguistics and the Secretariat of the Linguistic Society of 
America who helped in the preparation of the Guide . Data collection and interpretation 
for a work of this size is no small task, and it was only through the combined effort of 
many people that this volume could appear.

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INTRODUCTION 



Coverage 

Included in the present edition are those institutions which," on the basis of available 
information, offer five or more courses broadly defined as "1 inp.uist ics ," and which 
offer, as well, a degree in linguistics vr a degree in a related area with either a 
major or minor in linguistics. The information listed for each college or university 
was supplied by the institution itself through a questionnaire prepared and mailed out 
by the Center for Applied linguistics. In some cases, though, this had to be supple- 
mented by information from college catalogues or other descriptive material. 

Information about annual summer institutes is contained in Appendix A. Appendix B is a 
tabular index of universities and their degree offerings, arranged by state, and 
Appendix C lists schools which teach at least three courses in linguistics, but did not 
qualify for inclusion in the main text. Appendix D is an index of uncommonly- taught 
languages. Appendix E is an index pf staff, and Appendix F is an index of linguists in 
other departments. 

Arrangement 

The institutions are listed in alphabetical order and under each entry is given all or 
part of the following information: 

• N'ame of department, committee, program, etc.; name of chairman or executive officer; 
degrees offered; degrees granted 1972-75; number of present majors. 

• A brief essay describing the program and facilities. 

• Course offerings or course areas. 

• Courses offered in lingu' sties and/or linguistics and related disciplines . 
Realizing that exact course titles and content vary from school to school, we 
have placed courses under seventeen categories. Some linguists may disagree 
with our categories or our placement of specific courses, and we are open to 
suggestions for changes for the next edition.

The linguistics program at Davis stresses applied linguistics more strongly than 
theoretical linguistics, although theoretical courses are part of the required 
program. Following the trend of present-day language study, much emphasis is 
placed on theory and methods of transformational grammar. However, historical 
linguistics and other approaches, such as structural linguistics, are a required 
part of both the undergraduate and graduate programs. Comparative and contrastive 
language courses are also offered as a regular part of the curriculum. Majors in 
Linguistics are urged to select courses from the related and cooperating depart- 
me.nts and also to develop individual majors in such areas as the teaching of English 
as a Second Language.

With an unparalleled diversity of languages to draw upon, the graduate Department 
of Linguistics at Columbia University offers programs which allow the student to 
combine, or select from among areal, comparative, theoretical, and interdisciplinary 
approaches as these suit his/her particular needs and scholarly inclinations. 

Besides the opportunities for language training which support areal and comparative 
studies, vast resources in the form of cultural, historical, and social interdiscipli- 
nary materials exist at Columbia (e.g., in the language and cultural departments, compa- 
rative literature programs, regional institutes, Soviet nationality programs, etc.) 
as well as in scholarly organizations in the New York area which assist in some of 
the programs of the department. Thus, in addition to pursuing the more strictly linguistic

Other scholars in the department are apply- 
ing theoretical frameworks derived from generative granmar and/or psycholinguistics- 
-to the study of cognitive structures, semantics, acquisition of first and second lan- 
guages, developmental psychology of language, phonological theory, etc. Here again, 
in many instances, the emphasis is interdisciplinary.

The program in Applied Linguistics is offered in the Department of Languages, Literature, 
Speech and Theatre. Concentration is on theory and practice in one particular field 
of specialization -- whether syntactic or semantic analysis, the teaching of English 
to speakers of other languages, or Afro-American/African linguistics and is balanced 
with a great variety of courses from which the graduate student may select in such 
areas as psycholinguistics, sociolinguistics, cultural anthropology, dialectology, 
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language as communication, conmiunication theory, learning theory, stylistics, bilingualism, 
cross-cultural studies, language and reading, reading disabilities, child language, 
and the language of the hearing impaired, as well as recent developments in educational 
technology and instructional methodologies. 

There is a set of core courses on grammatical theory which attempt to exemplify 
the application of scientific approaches to the study of linguistic structure. There 
is a strong emphasis on the practical relevance of the study of langiiage, with a ntanber 
of courses oriented to majors in other programs. 

Each student has an adviser and works out the program that is most appropriate for 
his interests. The MA program does not include a thesis or extended research project. 
Graduate training is oriented toward developing application of linguistic skills and 
knowledge in related areas (e.g. child development, speech, education, social work, 
measurement and evaluation). Candidates for the Ed.M. :< a one-hour lecture on research 
project, with question and answer period. 

Candidates majoring in Applied Linguistics will be expected to show proficiency 
in the following areas: (1) the history and development of the English language; (2) 
the background and origins of traditional grammar; (3) the development of comparative 
and historical linguistics; (4) the origins and development of descriptive linguistics 
in the United States; and (5) the various schools of linguistics in this country and 
the basic tenets of each, together with the names of the leaders of each school and 
of the important publications pertaining to each. The student will also be expected 
to have some knowledge of the theories of leading European linguists; some knowledge 
of various areas that linguists have been concerned with in addition to those of phono- 
logy, morphology, and syntax; and some knowledge of developments in the newer branches 
of linguistics such as psycholinguistics and sociolinguistics . In addition, the cadidate 
must undertake and give a satisfactory report on a careful and detailed analysis 
of some aspect of language (applied to some particular language), making use of the 
techniques of one or more schools of modem linguistics.

The department, with a faculty of linguists and literature professors, offers MA and 
MAT degree programs in French linguistics, German linguistics, and Spanish linguistics. 
Emphasis is placed in each upon the linguistics of one of the three languages. 

The MA program has as its objectives the training of language teachers who will 
have a scientific knowledge of their subject and linguists who will be qualified to 
continue studies for the Ph.D. in theoretical or applied linguistics. Studies in the 
areas of phonetics and phonemics, morphology and syntax, and psycholinguist ics are 
complemented by intensive work in the history, dialectology, phonology and structure 
of the target language. Electives in applied linguistics, English linguistics, and 
literature are also part of the program. After a minimum of one quarter and submission 
of a thesis proposal, students may be admitted to candidacy. The thesis, which must 
deal with some aspect of linguistics, such as an analysis of a dialect or a study of 
bilingualism, is defended in an oral. The program, which has a one quarter residence 
requirement, normally requires four to five quarters to complete. 

The purpose of the MAT program is to train junior college teachers. Courses in 
the linguistics of the target language are augmented by courses in literature and civili- 
zation . A teaching internship and courses in the junior college curriculum and testing 
and measurement are required. The steps are the same as in the MA program, althou^ 
the MAT thesis should deal with some problem in the teaching of language or literature 
according to sound linguistic and pedagogical principles. 

The Department of Languages and Linguistics operates a Linguistics Research Labora- 
tory for student and faculty research in experimental phonetics, dialectology, and 
psychol ingui sties . Facilities include a soua.d spectrograph and audio recording equip- 
ment for both field work and laboratory use. 

The department also offers a BA in linguistics as well as in German, French, and 
Spanish: The four undergraduate programs require woric in linguistics, at least two 
languages, and the literature of the major language being studied.

Linguistics Research Laboratory 
Wm. C. Stokoe, Jr., Director 

The Linguistics Research Laboratory at Gallaudet College is primarily concerned 
with the language of deaf persons, specifically their competence in sign language and 
in fcnglish, as it relates to social groups of hearing and deaf. From this central 
concern, the activities of the LRL lead, in one direction, to exploring basic language 
theory, in the other, to application of language science to materials, curricula, and 
strategies for learning. Sign languages, especially American Sign Language, afford 
a triangulation point unique in linguistic research. If language, as now is supposed 
consists of a silent, invisible, inner process of the human brain, then we usually ' 
try t^ sn.rvey language from only one vantage point: our ability to hear and speak the 
units of Its symbolic expression. When, however, gestural signs express language, 
we may be able to learn things about language hidden from its hearer-speakers. 
Activities, both theoretical and applied, are reported in two periodical publications- 
SICN-S FOR OUP TIMES distributed without charge monthly in the academic year to about 
1,200 readers. Its brief notes help keep in touch a widely dispersed group interested 
in SIGN and language. SIGN LANGUAGE STUDIES (1972-) contains articles, reviews, and 
reports relating sign language research to disciplines ranging from anthropology to 
zoology. This semiannual journal (Nos. 1-4 in print) is edited by William Stokoe, 
director of the LRL, and published by Mouton,

Support for the LRL comes from Gallaudet College and from agencies which directly 
foster research. During the first two years of its full-time operation, the Lab- 
oratory has been fortunate in securing support from the National Science Foundation 
for a study of semantics and syntax in American Sign Language, and with the Center 
for Applied Linguistics, from the National Institutes of Health for a Sign-English 
contrastive study. These two major projects well reflect the double concern with 
language theory and with applying linguistic knowledge to learning. 

Courses for Gallaudet College, Washington Consortium, and visiting scholars are 
taught by the director and associates of the LRL. Presently appearing among undergrad- 
uate and graduate offerings of the departments of audiology and speech, English, and 
sociology, these courses, seminars, and directed research studies are planned for increas- 
ing numbers of master* s and doctoral candidates in anthropology, linguistics, sociolin- 
guistics, and educational technology. 

Visitors to the LRL are able to consult its growing collection of published and 
unpublished papers, and its videotaped and filmed research data. Present plans call 
for indexing, abstracting, and entering much of this material in the Edward Miner 
Gallaudet Memorial Library computer-based information system. We hope that soon remote 
users of LRL services may thus have access also to recent information.

The Department of English and Linguistics carries out two major functions at Inter 
American University. First, as a service department, it provides courses in language 
skills in fulfillment of basic university requirements, and second, it offers a major 
in teaching English as a second language and a major in English literature. The 
second function involves the major offerings. One of these, in English as a Second 
Language , is designed to prepare teachers of English as a Second Language for the Puerto 
Rican Public School System, and includes all courses considered necessary for exercising 
this specialty. For example, in Introduction to Linguistics , the student is introduced 
to basic linguistic concepts. In another course, the structure of the English language 
is analyzed. The literature courses required for this major enable the student to know 
something of the culture of the English-speaking peoples, and there is a methodology 
course in teaching English as a second language which is usually combined with the 
practice teaching course offered by the Department of Teacher Education. This department 
also offers a number of other courses in education enabling the student to become a 
certified teacher within the Puerto Rican Public School System and we urge our majors 
to take these courses.

Work in the department of linguistics is carried out almost entirely within the framework 
of generative (transformational) grammar. The primary goal of the graduate program 
is to train a small number of first-rate theoretical linguists who will, in most cases, 
become teachers at the college or university level. The faculty of the department is 
small and likely to remain small; hence, and because of our commitment to theoretical 
linguistics, there is heavy emphasis upon the core areas of syntax, semantics, phonology^, 
and historical linguistics. The fir*;t task of the incoming student is to develop a 
working knowledge of research methods in those areas to the point of being able to do 
original research of her ovm as well as to critically evaluat the research of others.. 
Other areas offered in the department include psycholinguistics, sociolinguistics, mathe- 
matical linguistics, linguistics and literature, and the structure of various languages 
and language families. During 73-74 i two-semester sequence was arranged in conjunction 
with the Asian Studies Program: Beginning Japanese the first semester. Structure of 
Japanese the second semester. Similar sequences for other languages may be arrai.^ed 
in the future if student and faculty interest is sufficient, and there are occasional 
structure courses in African and American Indian languages for which no background in 
the language is assumed. Students are encouraged to work in depth in languages other 
than English and to make crucial use of that work in their study of theoretical problems, 
since advances in linguistic theory depend heavily on the discovery of universal proper- 
ties of human languages, and since strength in language arecs can be very helpful in 
the job market.

A special feature of the program is the active role that graduate students play in the 
research. It is our belief that graduate education gains immeasurably in significance 
if students are made to work on real problems almost from the very beginnings of their 
career in graduate school. We are fortunate that at thispoint in the evolution of lin- 
guistics as a science, it is possible to achieve some facility with linguistic techniques 
rather rapidly, so that students in their second year in graduate school are often in 
a position to obtain results that are of sufficient interest to be reported in the pro- 
fessional journals, or at meetings of professional societies. Consequently, our academic 
program is so organized as to encourage students to participate actively in the ongoing 
research of the group. 

We do not have any departmental publications, but work of members of the group is 
often published in the Quarterly Progress Report of MIT*s Research Laboratory of Elec- 
tronics (with which we are affiliated).

Linguistics at Oswego is an interdepartmental program administered by a coordinator. 
The Coordinator and delegates from Anthropology, Sociology, Communications Studies, 
Computer Science, English, Education, Foreign Studies, Philosophy, Psychology, and 
Reading compose the Linguistics Committee. The Coordinator, a full-time linguist, offers 
basic courses in linguistics and advises majors. 

In addition to the BA in linguistics, undergraduates in elementary education may 
opt for linguistics as their academic specialty. It is also possible for students to 
have a double major in linguistics and a related field. Courses offered at the graduate 
level focus on introducing nonspecialists to linguistic principals which they, as 
specialists in other areas, can apply. Many teachers come to Qswego to fulfill the 
state requirement of 30 hours beyond the bachelor's degree for permanent certification.

The undergraduate program gives students a general introduction to linguistics, intro- 
ductions to the main subfields of linguistics — phonetics, syntax, phonology, and his- 
torical linguistics — and encourages students to broaden their education in languages 
and other related fields. A wide range of course options are available beyond the basic 
core courses. 

The graduate program includes the core courses in the undergraduate program^ and 
a wide variety of elective courses. A thesis is required of MA candidates. Areas of 
specialization at the Ph.D. level include phonetics , phonological theory, syntactic 
theory, semantics, mathemat.cal linguistics, psycholinguistics , Indian linguistics, 
child language, sociolinguistics, the history of linguistics, anthropological linguis- 
tics, Amerindian linguistics, and Indo-European studies. The department has a strongly 
theoretical orientation. Faculty members are largely concerned with the development 
of an adequate universal theory of language and detailed accounts of the structure and 
development of individual languages.

Although the university has no Department of Linguistics and no regular undergraduate 
major in linguistics, an undergraduate may request approval of "independent concentration'' 
in linguistics. With the guidance of two faculty members, he then devises his ovm 
program of concentration. This typically consists of (1) the two regular undergraduate 
courses in linguistics (Descriptive Linguistics and Historical Linguistics); (2) linguis- 
tically oriented undergraduate courses in related fields Canthropology, philosophy, 
psychology); (3) graduate courses in linguistics (e.g. Phonology, Syntax, Dialectology, 
Field Methods) ; and (4) advanced foreign language courses. Like all undergraduates, 
he writes junior papers and a senior thesis. In 1973-74, six undergraduates were engaged 
in independent concentration in linguistics. 

The graduate Program in Linguistics functions as an independent department as far 
as the individual student is concerned. Its faculty consists of members of the depart- 
ments of Anthropology. Classics, East Asian Studies, English, Germanic Languages, 
Philosophy, Psychology, Romance Languages, and Slavic Languages. With the aid of a 
faculty adviser, each student designs his own program of study. He typically takes 
(I) a small number of courses in linguistics, especially phonology, syntax, dialectology, 
and field methods; and (2) courses in the linguistics of a language or language family 
and/or courses in related fields such as anthropology, philosophy, psychology, or 
literature. Whereas many graduate programs place primary emphasis on linguistics as 
such, Princeton has chosen to emphasize the interconnectionsbetween linguistics and 
related fields, especially foreign languages. 

Facilities include strong library holdings in linguistics and in foreign languages 
(notably Arabic. Chinese, Classics, Germanic, Romance, and Slavic), and a cooperative 
Computer Center.

The linguistics program at the doctoral level is especially appealing to students because 
of its flexibility and interdisciplinary possibilities. Korking in close contact with 
his advisory committee, each candidate prepares his own plan of study. The main pre- 
liminary examination covers the chief aspects of historical, descriptive, and theoretical 
linguistics. All doctoral candidates take two collateral examinations. Students in 
linguistics may choose to be examined in periods of literary study, in comparative 
literature, or in a wide variety of programs in other disciplines. Doctoral disserta- 
tions for linguistics students include such diverse investigations as field work in 
areal and social divergences in contemporary English, the theoretical basis of case 
grammar, and tagmeraic analysis of Old English.

The requirements are as follows: Plan A: Twenty- four hoars beyond the BA, a thesis 
(6 hours of course 495), and an oral examination on the thesis. Plan B: Thirty hours 
beyond the BA and a written examination on selected topics in the area of concentration, 
or un essay with oral examination. All NLA programs under Plan B, according to University 
regulations, must include 18 hours of credit taken at the 400- level or above. 

Candidates for the MA in Linguistics must be able to demonstrate preparation in the 
following at the MA examination: language description (including phonetics, phonology, 
and grammar), and two of the following: historical -comparative linguistics; experimental 
linguistics;, areal linguistics; theoretical linguistics; applied linguistics; history 
and Structure of one language. 

The Department offers a curriculum in World Languages for secondary- level teachers 
at the MA level in General Linguistics.

Graduate courses in theoretical and applied linguistics are offered leading to the Master 
of Artj degree m linguistics or in English as a foreign language. Both 400-and 500- 
level courses are also offered for minor in linguistics, and in English as a foreign 
language. 

Applicants for admission to either program, besides meeting the general conditions 
for admission to the Graduate School, must have an undergraduate average of at least 
3.7 (on a 5.0 scale). In addition, students who are not native speakers of English 
must have a TOEFL score of at least 550. An undergraduate background or work experience 
in one of the following fields is desirable but not required: anthropology, English, 
foreign languages, mathematics, philosophy, psychology, sociology. 

As a vital part of his graduate educational experience, each student must be engaged 
in an appropriate research or. teaching assignment each term. These assignments vary 
according to the needs and professional goals of the student. They are designed to 
supplement the formal course work with a variety of preprofessional activities in research 
and teaching, under staff supervision. The amount of time required of the student varies 
according to his progress, the type of assignment, etc. The purpose of these assignments 
is to expose the student to some of the types of activitiesthat he will ultimately be 
engaged in after he receives his ^iA degree. Performance on these assignments is evalu- 
ated. 

Toward the end of their coursework, students will take a written comprehensive exami- 
nation covering the areas of their concentration. This examination may not be taken 
more than twice. An overall gradepoint average of 4.0 in all graduate work included 
in the master's degree program is required before the degree can be awarded. This is 
a requirement of the Graduate School ,^

Linguistics has been taught as a separate discipline since 1965. The University Senate 
authorized offering the MA in 1969. The program became a department in 1970, and in 
the summer of 1974, it became one of the units of the newly organized Faculty of Foreign 
Languages and Literatures, which in turn is a constituent of the College of Arts and 
Sciences. 

The program operates on the notion that language is one of the information processing 
systems characteristic of Man. There are two ramifications. First, that system must 
necessarily be examined in the context of other perceptual and cognitive systems and 
of the "natural logic" by which they operate. Second, as a system language - or our 
knowledge of it - can be expected to share the properties of systems. These approaches, 
taken together, ought to lead to some suggestions for resolving some of the inipasses 
which generative transformational grammar has revealed. 

The undergraduate program was designed to serve primarily as a component of a liberil 
education rather than as preparation for graduate or professional school. While there 
IS a year each of syntax and phonology available, the major eniphasis is on understanding 
language as an information processing system. Consequently our cour«'*« bring to focus 
on the classical questions of language and mind materiai from a variety of fields of 
study. We find that the emergent systems approach proves quite useful both in liberally 
educating students and in preparing them for graduate education. 

Graduate study begins as coursework leading to the MA degree. Work beyond the MA 
is distinctive in two respects. First, it is research and/or course and curriculum 
design. Second, it is .dultidisciplinary. The University is phasing out departmental 
doctorates in favor of interdisciplinary or broadly based programs. Students in lin- 
guistics enter eithe; the Hmnanities program or the Systems and Information Science 
program. In some cases the intellectual substance is nearly identical but the degree 
requirements vary. 

Degree programs are tailored to the student's intttcst. Currently people are taking 
cognate work in ^ach fields as philosophy of science, history, theology, logic, philoso- 
phy of education, child development, and formal properties of artificial languages. 
We expect our students to appear in increasingly diverse fields as our student population 
grows .

Students majoring in Linguistics generally come to tne field with a background or inte- 
rest in foreign languages. They are strongly encouraged to continue tnis involvement 
by enrolling in further language courses and taking up the study of new languages, of 
which a wide variety is available at the University. The traditional modem and classi- 
cal languages are availablbe, including Russian and Hebrew. Among the less usual lan- 
guages offered are Chinese and Japanese. Languages such as Sanskrit, Hindi, Ucatec 
Maya, Swedish, Danish, and Swahili are offered on an irregular basis upon request. 
Working with these and other languages, the student is introduced to the basic techniques 
of linguistic science: linguistic analysis and description, theory and practice of 
phonology and syntax, methods of comparison and reconstruction of protolanguages . At 
the same time the student may take courses in other fields which are of close relevance 
to linguistics, such as anthropology, mathematics, psychology, philosophy, sociology, 
and speech and hearing. 

The Linguistics Area Program offers a small nucleus of courses from which the student 
may branch out into a wide variety of associated fields, depending on particular inte- 
rests. The rationale behind the program is to offer a major field to those students 
in the College of Arts and Sciences who wish to study human language and its function 
as a science in its own right. 

The Program is able to offer a strong emphasis on Chinese and Japanese. Both under- 
graduate and graduate programs through the Ph.D. are offered in these languages. A 
student may elect to also study in the Chinese Department, Japanese Department, or the 
Asian Center while studying linguistics. 

The Program's main emphasis lies in its interest in Sociolinguistics, particularly 
in Pidgins and Creoles. A project concerning the Creole languages of the Caribbean 
is under way. Nearby are Creole languages such as German as spoken by the ;\mish and 
Mennonites; French in a nearby community which is a blend of Canadian French, Cajun 
French and Early American Colonial French; anJ a large community of Yiddish speakers.

The Department of Linguistics provides a program leading to an undergraduate degree 
in theoretical linguistics emphasizing the syntactic, phonological, and semantic analysis 
of natural language. Courses in applied linguistics are also offered, such as Language 
and Society, Linguistics in Education, Urban Dialects, etc. The department also par- 
ticipates in the degree programs of English linguistics and anthropological linguistics 
as well as the Language and Literature degree programs. In cooperation with the School 
of Education, the department teaches the required courses leading to the primary and 
secondary certification in bilingual, bicultural, and foreign language instruction. 
The Department of Linguistics takes an active part in fulfilling the university's urban 
mission by administering instruction in three urban-related projects centered at the 
University of Wisconsin-Milwaukee: the Native American Studies program (John Boatman, 
Coordinator), the Experimental Program in Higher Education (Clara New, Director), and 
the Spanish Speaking Outreach Institute (Gregorio Montoto, Acting Director). In ful- 
fillment of another need, the Department teaches courses in modem langxxages and their 
structure not taught in other departments (e.g., Chinese, Japanese). A further depart* 
mental activity is operation of the Language Laboratories as a teaching and research 
unit which offers services to other academic units within the University, to other 
educational institutions, and to the metropolitan Milwaukee community. These labora- 
tories are used for foreign language instruction, preparation of pedagogical materials 
in languages and linguistics, and linguistic research. 

The Department of Linguistics sponsors an annual symposium on topics of central 
concern to the metatheory of linguistics. Topics have so far included the following: 
Limiting the Domain of Linguistics, The Nature of Explanation in Linguistics, and Testing 
Linguistic Hypotheses. A fourth symposium on The Nature of Linguistic Argumentation 
is currently being planned for the spring of 1975. Papers from the first two symposia 
are available in print and the third symposium papers are presently being prepared for 
publication.

The Linguistics Programme is one of the basic constituents of the Department of Anthro^ 
pology. It emphasizes the testing of linguistic theory and the development of techniques 
for describing conplex speech coranunities. The languages of Manitoba^ both indigenous 
(Cree. Ojibwa, Chipcwayan, Dakota » and Eskimo) and immigrant (for example » established 
Icelandic. Mennonite 'Low German, and Ukrainian communities), provide ample opportunity 
for field work in both these areas.

The programme is design ed to provide for study and research in key areas of the field 
of Linguistics. Course offerings are under constant review in terras of their relevance 
to the field as a whole, to the departmental programme and to ^he speci£ic needs of stu- 
dents. There has evolved a general principle that no staff member will normally offer 
more than two graduate seminars in addition to undergraduate courses, and these will 
be given alternately. This restriction implies that the programme is built on a) core 
courses; b) special interests (staff and student). 

Considerations relating to both a) and b) are weighed prior to modification of exist- 
ing courses or proposal of new ones. The goal in all such cases is to bring the student 
to the cutting edge of research and to keep him/her near it. Where added weight or sub*- 
stance is required beyond that provided by the Department, this is handled through the 
use of ^ne (or more) of the following: 1) comprehensive evalixations; 2] resources of 
related departments: e.g. Philosophy, Psychology, language departments; 3) resources 
of other Quebec universities. 

The general tenor of linguistic offerings is necessarily heavily theoretical. As 
the department charged with the study of language as a phenomenon of human behaviour, 
our concerns are primarily of an analytical nature and the focus is on questions of 
theory not related elsewhere. 

The Department has, for some time, been interested in developing a programme in Amer- 
indian Linguistics, both in response to increased interest in Canadian Indian languages, 
and as an area of linguistic enquiry of value in its own right. The analysis of the 
various AiP'»»";n'iian languages is important, whether as salvage work or as a 'Contribution 
to lingu. ..> theory. As a t lain in;; group in analytical techniques for our own students, 
these languages are unsurpassed.

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APPENDIX A: Annual Summer Institutes 



Linguistic Institute of the Linguistic Society of America . Since 1928, the Linguistic 
Institute, under the auspices of the Linguistic Society of America, has brought together 
scholars and students from various universities around the world for an intensive summer 
program in linguistics. The program and scholars vary annually; the host university for 
the Institute is decided upon by the LSA Executive Committee. 

Course offerings usually include basic courses in descriptive, transformational, histori- 
cal, and applied linguistics; more advanced courses on the theory of phonemic, morpho- 
logical, and syntactical analysis, grammatical theory, experimental and articulatory 
phonetics, semantics, lexicology, dialectology, language typology, and field methods* 
Courses covering the newer linguistic disciplines such as sociolinguistics, psycholinguis- 
tics, neurolinguistics, etc. are also offered. A series of courses on the structure of 
individual languages, both ancient and modem, general courses in comparative linguistics, 
and intensive language courses are also usually available.. 

The 1975 Linguistic Institute will be held at the University of South Florida, Tampa; the 
1976 Linguistic Institute at the State University of New York, Oswego; and the 1977 
Linguistic Institute at the University of Hawaii, Honolulu. Further information on these 
Institutes is available by writing the Chairman of the Linguistics Department at these 
institutions or by writing the LSA Secretariat, 1611 North Kent Street, Arlington, 
Virginia 22209. A limited number of tuition fellowships are available for each of these 
Linguistic Institutes. 

Summer Institute of Linguistics . Founded in 1934, the Summer Institute of Linguistics, 
which is affiliated with the Wycliffe Bible Translators, was organized with the aim of 
putting unwritten languages into written form for Bible translation. Literacy campaigns 
are an important part of the activity. During the summer, students are trained in lin- 
guistic analysis at several locations, among them, the Universities of Oklahoma, North 
Dakota, and Washington. 

In the linguistics courses the concern is primarily with immediate practical implications 
of descriptive linguistics rather than pure theory. While the majority of students are 
missionaries en route to or on furlough from pre-literate groups, other students are 
commonly enrolled.

NDEA Intensive Language Programs . Under Title VI of the National Defense Education Act, 
the U.S. Department of Health, Education, and Welfare supports language and area centers 
both during the academic year and during the summer. 

Intensive language instruction in the "neglected" languages and related area studies is 
offered. Each of the host universities determines the standards for admission, academic 
credits, and fees for the programs it administers and selects the persons to receive NDEA 
graduate and undergraduate fellowships.

Other Institutes . Recently a number of smaller regional institutes, e.g. the California 
Summer Program in Linguistics, have taken place, and there are indications that this 
trend will continue.
